It is impossible that the Boers who wore 
withdrawn from Natal can have yet 
reached either him or Bloemtontein, the 
capital of the Free State. 


The news from Gen. Buller's campaign 


is favorable as far as it goes, but the 
persistent report that Ladysmith has 
been relieved proves to have been pre- 
mature. The Tugels river was crossed 
for the fourth time by the British yes- 
terday, but it would be almost absurd to 
assume that the retirement of the Boers 
from this point before the Britfth 
ad- 


vance indicates an intention to abandon 
the siege of Ladysmith and the posses- 
sion ot territory in Natal. 


In other worcs, the crises is not yet 


, issed, according to the information at 
present received, and all depends, not on 
General Buller's campaign, which is now 
a side issue, but on General Roberts' 
great dash at the Free State capital.

has been collecting statistics bearing 
on the -.^ten-discussed question o£ the 
effect at education on the prevalence 
ot crime. From these statistics it ap- 
pears that in the eastern provinces of 
Prussia, where - attendance at school 
is not vigorously enforced, the annual 
number of crlmee committed bears c. 
much larger proportion to the popula- 
tion than in the western provinces. In 
the eastern provinces, from fourteen 
lovniiieteen ordinary criminal offenses 
occur yearly for each 3,000 inhabitants; 
in the western, only 7.5 to 10 per-1,000 
A similar difference is shown in of- 
fenses against church ancl state and 
public order. 
Kven in the east the 


number o" crimes1, ha.s been steadily 
falling off since 189,0, when many pub- 
lic schools were established.

lioor generals. The former is a mili- 
tary aristocrat who chose his profes- 
sion early in life, was educated for the 
anny ami has speut his years in the 
ranks. 
He wears an imposing uni- 


form, all glittering with gold braid and 
shiny buttons. He phis splendid med- 
als on the breast of his dress coat uni- 
form, and lie has titles before and let- 
ters at'icr his name. 


The Boer general is as democratic j 


ns any man in the ranks under him. 
He is a soldier only when his country 
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Is threatened. Ho wears no uniform. 
•The same old slouch hat -which he 
wears when he oversees the pasturing 
of his herds he retains when he goes 
into battle. 
His uniform consists of 


a cartridge bolt. 


Only a trained eye can distinguish a 


Boer genera! from a Boer farmer. By 
the umbrella under his arm and the 
ration bag over liis back (you know 
that he intends to travel on tjie veldt. 
By his ride anil cartridge bolt you 
know that he expects to do some 
shooting, .but whether it is game he 
seeks or the hated rooincks you may 
not guess, not even by the way lie 
puffs at liis pipe, for lie would smoke 
calmly in either event. 


AVhat would the British think if one 


of their generals went to war with an 
umbrella under his arm, rifle and car- 
tridge belt over his shoulder and pipe 
In his mouth? Vet that is just the way 
the Boer generals go to war. and it 
must he admitted that their queer ac- 
cotitermont does not prevent them 
from winning victories. 


Generally these I>oer leaders go on 


horseback, but sometimes they roll over 
the veldt iu rubber tired "spider" bng- 
jjies drawn by six or eight mules. Their 
camp equipment is very simple. The 
whole lighting outfit of a general and 
liis staff is often carried in one ox wag- 
on. But the Boer army is very mobile, 
as lias been recently shown. It is not 
cumbered with heavy baggage trains. 
Perhaps this is why the Boors are able 
to move their heavy .artillery about so 
easily.
